they are w orking on w ar activi­ 
ties: sons and husbands and wives 
and daughters are in the services: 
m oney is going for Bonds and

Cross or the USO and for other 
w ar dem ands. More than a little 
o f it is going for taxes! 
The voters are distinctly not 
interested in political sm all-talk. 
nor in candidates who seem self­ 
interested, or personally

This statem ent is 
supported by the questions asked.

Q. W hat are the platform of 
the tw o m ajor parties: w hat do 
the parties stand for: how can 
I find out about the parties: to 
w hich party should I belong: does 
it m ake any difference w hich 
p arty I join? 


A: This series of questions is 
encouraging. Many of them come 
from younger voters. In the near 
future an entire column will d is­ 
cuss the changes w hich are ta k ­ 
ing place in political parties. Con­ 
tra ry to popular thought, parties 


of parties in the United States. 
To put it m ore or less joking­ 
ly, the m an who says he will a l­ 
ways vote the Democratic ticket, 
because it w as good enough for 
his father and his grandfather, 
must of necessity 
today 
give 
some of his votes to the present 
New Deal party, still m ore of 
his votes to the present R epub­ 
lican party, and divide th e bal­ 
ance of his votes among th e oth­ 
er parties, including the present 
Socialist party, in order to ap ­ 
proxim ate th e “Democratic party" 
which his revered grandfather so 
loyally supported.

VOLUNTEERS, not qualified for active armed 
service or to build planes, tanks and guns, are do­ 
ing their duty in numerous other ways. 
High de­ 
served praise already has been given the air raid 
watchers, the civilian defense organizations and 
others engaged in like work designed to help win 
this war. 
There is another group of volunteers, however, 
which to date has been given scant praise but 
which is doing as much in this war effort as those 
engaged in duties that stand out in the public eye. 
We mean the rationing boards and the trades 
relations committees. 
These unpaid workers are 
engaged in tasks which, because of the ways of hu­ 
man nature, are sometimes unpopular. People do 
not like to have their pleasures or their ways of 
doing business interfered with or interrupted. The 
rationing board members have to deny people 
things the latter think are essential to their happi­ 
ness, the trade relations committee members have 
to tell business men what they can and w hat they 
cannot do under the law. 
But these volunteer 
workers are going ahead, giving their time without 
reward, doing their job in an efficient way, seeing 
that everyone is treated fairly and squarely, and 
going ahead efficiently and without complaint. 
They, too, are doing a vital defense job, and 
members of the rationing board here, under the 
chairmanship of Mrs. Zaddie Bunker, and members 
of the trade relations committee, under the guid­ 
ance of Mr. Lloyd Simon, deserve all of the praise 
that Palm Springs citizens can give them. 


Newspapers Honored This Week 
C O U f lt y Teacher Tells 


Next Week— And Then All Year 


There is such a thing as living too close to the 
trees to see the forest—there is also such a thing 
as being so horrified by disaster abroad that our 
own tragedies are overlooked. The great damage 
caused by incendiary bombs of the Axis in London 
a year ago horrified us—but here in the United 
States we started fires which caused a loss of 
$303,895,000 in 1941. 
The gloomy side of the picture lies in the fact 
that last year’s terrific fire loss showed no im­ 
provement over the year before. 
Indeed, the re­ 
verse was true. The third of a billion dollars which 
went up in flames and smoke in 1941 was an in­ 
crease of $17,493,633 over the destruction we caus­ 
ed in 1940. This year, to date, fire losses are such 
that 1942 may surpass 1941 in needless destruc­ 
tion. 
Pure carelessness, slovenly habits, an inclina­ 
tion to “let George do it,” are some of the causes of 
this staggering toll. These faults put us in the ser­ 
vice of Hitler just as much as his paid saboteurs 
and spies. 
Of course, some of these fires could not have 
been prevented. 
There are acts of nature which 
no amount of vigilance by man can avert. 
But 
these are far in the minority. Fires started by light­ 
ning, for instance, ranked sixth in the list of caus­ 
es of fires in the nation last year and eighth in the 
amount of damage done. 
Topping the list with a million and a quarter 
fires blamed on it, comes the nation’s smoking 
habit. 
Carelessness with matches and cigarets 
caused damage amounting to $174,000,000. That’s 
a high price for what a majority of people deem 
pleasure. Other main causes of fires were misuse 
of electricity (preventable), defective chimneys 
(preventable), exposure (someone else’s careless­ 
ness), stoves, open lights, carelessness with gaso­ 
line, hot ashes and open fires i all preventable). 
These fires ARE preventable. 
This is shown 
annually during Fire Prevention week when peo­ 
ple, their attention called to the staggering waste, 
become vigilant instead of careless. During Fire 
Pervention week each year fire losses are cut al­ 
most in half. If this can be done in one week, why 
not in fifty-two? 
Next week is Fire Prevention week. This year, 
more than ever, Fire Prevention is of high import­ 
ance to the welfare of the nation. Fires can and 
Jo destroy valuable property and materials needed 
for the armed forces of the nation. Fires can and 
lo tie up factories, throw thousands of men out of 
production needlessly for weeks. Fires can and do 
Lake a terrific toll of man-power. 
All of these things cause great glee in the ranks 
if our enemies. Tney gain the same results, with- 
jut risking a man or an airplane, as if they had 
jent a huge army of bombers over our cities. 
Anti-aircraft guns, air-raid wardens, intercept- 
)r planes—none of these can help against this en- 
imy within. That is entirely up to each one of us. 
IVe will do it next week—why not every week? 


For fifty-one weeks in the year Newspaper 
people are busy telling about other people, but for 
the remaining week they are privileged to tell 
something about themselves. This week is Nation­ 
al Newspaper Week, which this year begins today, 
October 1, and continues through October 8, a 
week dedicated to the Newspapers of America for 
their service to the communities in which they are 
located. 
A newspaper is more than a chronicle of 
events, it is a mirror of the city which it serves. 
“Let me read your newspaper and I’ll tell you the 
kind of a town you have,” is a terse quotation 
credited to a business executive. It evidences the 
degree in which the newspaper of today has come 
to be held as accurately reflecting the life which 
it serves. 
Newspaper people have been called “a hard 
boiled lot”, but the people who have this opinion of 
the men and women of the press, gained it from 
motion pictures, which usually portray the report­ 
er as a man who likes his liquor entirely too much, 
with a gift for talking, and with very little between 
his two ears. Because of the fact that their mis­ 
takes stand out on the printed page, because they 
are often called on to “cover” stories of events 
not to their liking, and because people as a whole 
have come to regard the opinions of the press very 
highly, editors and reporters come in for more 
criticism than does the ordinary business or pro­ 
fessional man. They have to learn to accept this 
criticism, profit by it, if it is justified; and try to 
excuse it if it is unwarranted. 
In this way only 
are they hard boiled. In fact, it is the opinion of 
this writer that no man or woman, who does not 
truly love his or her fellowman, can become a real­ 
ly good writer. 
The press of America is today a free press and 
so it must remain if this great land of ours is to 
remain free. Governor Olson, whose vitrolic feel­ 
ing against the newspapers of California is well 
known, recently called the newspapers of Califor­ 
nia “subsidized”. 
In a body the newspapers of 
the state flung it back into his face with proof that 
the advertising, they received from the big cor­ 
porations, amounted to almost nothing especially 
among the small newspapers. It is true a news­ 
paper must have advertising. Without it no news­ 
paper could exist unless it were subsidized, the 
truth is all newspapers require a considerable time 
of the publisher on the small newspapers, and of a 
paid staff of advertising men on the larger dailies, 
whose business it is to sell enough advertising to 
meet the expenses of producing the newspaper. 
From what some great Americans have said of 
newspapers we quote the following: 
Theodore Roosevelt: “.. . . In our country I am 
inclined to think that almost, if not quite, the most 
important profession is that of the newspaper man 
. . . The newspaper men — publishers, editors, re­ 
porters—are just as much public servants as are 
the men in government service themselves, wheth­ 
er those men be elected or appointed officers.” 
Thomas Jefferson: “Our liberty depends on 
the freedom of the press, and that cannot be lim­ 
ited without being lost.” 
James Madison: “To the press alone, checker­ 
ed as it is with abuses, the world is indebted for all 
the triumphs which* have been gained by reason 
and humanity over error and oppression.” 
Thomas Erskine 
(in defense of Thomas 
Paine): 
. . Government, in its own estimation, 
has been at all times a system of perfection; but 
a free press has examined and detected its errors, 
and the people have from time to time reformed 
them. This freedom has alone made our Govern­ 
ment what it is; this freedom alone can preserve 
it . . 
Oscar Wilde: “Newspaper advertising is the 
shortest road to maximum business, therefore it 
is the shortest way to lowest cost to those we 
serve. Through it we help people to avoid exces­ 
sive drudgery and to save time and money. Through 
it we emphasize to the people what cooperative 
effort can do for the progress of the community. 
In America the President reigns for four years, 
and journalism governs forever and ever.”

Better Do a Little Waiting Now 


Some people just cannot realize that this na­ 
tion is at war. 
The other night a long convoy passed through 
Palm Springs, but instead of waiting and letting 
the soldiers go through, local drivers cut in and 
out of the trucks and pedestrians sought to dash 
across the street between vehicles. 
Civilians will have to regulate themselves in 
this regard. As one observer put it, it would take 
200 policemen to control traffic in cases like the 
one this week. 
There is another thing to think about. 
The 
army recently said that in case of a sudden move­ 
ment of troops, all civilian traffic would stop. Per­ 
haps if civilians do not exercise patience but insist 
on driving through convoys, disregarding the fact 
that the movement of troops over here is just about 
as important as the movement of troops toward a 
real battlefront, the army may exercise the au­ 
thority it has, and all local traffic will stop when 
convoys pass. 
That would mean waiting by the roadside a lot 
longer than merely waiting for the convoy to pass. 


Miss Faith Hatch, Missionary For 
21 Years, Remains at Post After 
Japs Conquer Part of Country 


The same feeling of security in connection w ith any prospects 
of w ar w ith Japan, held by Americans before Decem ber 7. was also 
characteristic of the English in Burma, Miss F aith H atch, a R iver­ 
side county school teacher, who escaped from Burma in front of 
the hordes of conquering Japanese, said Tuesday. The English, like 
practically all A m ericans, felt secure in the belief that Jap an would 
never start a w ar in th e Pacific, and if she did it would be only a 
m ailer of weeks before the island kingdom could be pul out of the 
war.

R eady for Bom bing 


T aunggyi (Big M ountains), so 
nam ed because it is on a small 
plateau w ith a big cliff above the 
town, had been prepared in case 
of a bombing 
for over a year. 
England w as at w ar and th e Jap ­ 
anese w ere know n to be not too 
friendly. 
The inhabitants stud­ 
ied first aid, had practice black­ 
outs, and air-raid w ardens were 
appointed. 
The first week 
in November, 
1941. the Japanese governm ent 
had called all its nationals home 
from Burm a, Miss Hatch recalled. 
These w ere largely photograph­ 
ers and dentists, and they left the 
country w ith all the inform ation 
they had gained and photographs 
taken w hile there. 
When Miss Hatch and the three 
teachers and their b rother arriv­ 
ed in M andalay, they discovered 
the Japanese w ere 
m uch closer 
than they had believed them to 
be. 
Very little new s w as being 
broadcast by the radio station at 
Rangoon and no new spaper had 
been published in Taunggyi for 
10 days. 
They also learned, if 
they w ent into th e hills north of 
M yitkyina, it w ould tak e them 
tw o or th ree m onths to w alk out, 
and food was scarce. P lanes were 
booked three or four w eeks ahead. 
Later, Miss Hatch said, American 
transport planes arrived and look 
people out of Burm a, bu t at that 
tim e no one knew 
they would 
come. 


M em ber of Second P arty 


Miss H atch w as a m em ber of 
the second 
governm ent evacua­ 
tion party. 
Persons joining the 
party had to prom ise to be will­ 
ing to w alk for a week. This part 
of the journey w as in th e moun­ 
tains. 
Two of the refugee camps 
w ere at an altitude of 5000 feet, 
and at one place they clim bed to ( 
7.000 feet. 
The greatest distance 
traveled in any one day was 12 
miles. 
There w ere 210 
in th e party 
w hen they left M andalay. 
Each 
person w as allowed 60 pounds of 
luggage which included bedding. 
There w as one 
coolie for each 
person. 
In addition to carrying 
the luggage he had to carry all 
his food for the journey. 
The 
governm ent 
furnished 
food for 
the others. 
The party w as made 
up alm ost entirely of w om en and 
children, Miss H atch said. 
The 
children 
considered 
it 
pretty 
much of* a lark, since they had 
not been told the reason for leav­ 
ing. 
The rem ainder of the journey 
was m ade by bus, truck and rail­ 
road. T hey traveled 130 miles by 
truck sitting on th eir baggage. On 
the train 30 persons w ere crowd­ 
ed into com partm ents m eant for 
eight persons. 


43 Days to America 
A tw o-m onth 
delay 
in India 
w as 
necessary 
before 
passage 
could be booked for A m erica. The 
trip was m ade around A frica and 
took 43 days from India to New 
York w here the ship docked on 
Ju ly 13. 
The 20 pounds in w eight which 
Miss H atch lost on her journey 
ou t of B urm a w as all regained by 
th e tim e she reached N ew York. 
She explained th at the only food 
she had on the journey out of 


Miss Hatch said they, of course, 
knew of the Bhuddist organiza­ 
tion, the Thakhin p arty, which 
was known to be pro-Japanese. 
The

had even a r­ 
rested some of the m em bers, but 
the extent of

was not learned until after the 
prem ier, Ussau, had been arrest­ 
ed.

Death of Soldier 


In Traffic Mishap 


Is Ruled Accidental 


A t a hearing conducted Mon­ 
day afternoon by County Coroner 
Ben White, into the 
death 
of 
iPvt. f. c. Roy Woods from Camp 
Young, the conclusion w as that 
the accident which caused

The very considerable increase 
in the num ber of m arriage li­ 
censes issued in the month just 
closed by the office of County 
Clerk Gordon A. Pequegnat, over 
Septem ber of last year, is one 
of the reflections of w ar on civil­ 
ian population, it is stated. 
During Septem ber of this year, 
140 licenses to wed w ere issued 
in this county against 82 in the 
sam e month last year.

stated, although the proxim ity of 
Riverside to several Army posts 
has had the effect of adding con­ 
siderably to the num ber of w ed­ 
dings in this area.

W hy We Wear O ur Birthstones 


W hy do we w ear our b irth ­ 
stones? Is it a recent custom or 
does it date far back to the time 
w hen the Israelites built their 
tabernacle in the wilderness? 


Surely there is a connection be­ 
tw een the twelve stones in the 
B reastplate of the High Priest, 
the tw elve foundation stones of 
the New Jerusalem , the tw elve 
signs of the Zodiac 
and 
the 
tw elve months of the year. 
The 
B reastplate of the High Priest 
is described in Exodus tw enty- 
eight. This Breastplate was to be 
set w ith twelve stones; sardius, 
topaz, carbuncle, em erald, 
sap­ 
phire, diamond, 
ligure, 
agate, 
am ethyst, beryl, onyx, and jasper, 
according to m inute instructions 
w hich the Lord gave to Moses 
for the making of the 
B reast­ 
plate of his brother Aaron. L ater 
on in the Book of Revelation, in 
the New Testam ent, we find a 
description 
of 
the 
Foundation 
Stones of the New 
Jerusalem . 
H ere again twelve precious stones 
are m entioned; jasper, sapphire, 
chalcedony, 
emerald, 
sardonyx, 
chfysolyte, beryl, topaz, chryso- 
prasus, jacinth, am ethyst. 
The 
difficulty 
with 
attem pting 
to 
trace our birthstones back to the 
Old Testam ent is th at the tran s­ 
lation of the Hebrew word is not 
sim ple and the only classification 
of gems in those days w as ac­ 
cording to color, — all blue gems 
w ere sapphires, all yellow gems 
w ere topaz, etc. 


In the Middle Ages people be­ 
lieved firm ly in the magical pow ­ 
er of gems, and gems w ere worn 
to w ard off evil powers as well 
as to bring good fortune. C ertain 
gem s were connected w ith cer­ 
tain planets, and horoscopes were 
cast at a child’s birth to find un­ 
der which star or planet it was 
born, and its future was fore­ 
told. 


In the year 1562 the present 
w idespread custom for w earing a 
birthstone seems to have origi­ 
nated, some say in G erm any, and 
other authorities Poland. Since 
that tim e this custom has en­ 
dured. Through the ages differ­ 
ent races have selected different 
stones. In the U nited States a 
few persons hold to the trad i­ 
tional list of birthstones: 
The 
generally popular list is:— 


January, 
G arnet; 
February, 
am ethyst; March, Bloodstone or 
A quam arine; 
April, 
Diamond; 
May, Emerald; June, 
Pearl or 
Moonstone; July, Ruby; August, 
Sardonyx or Peridot; Septem ber, 
Sapphire; October, Opal or Tour­ 
m aline; November, Topaz or Ci­ 
trine (Topaz Quartz); December, 
Turquoise or Lapis Lazuli. 
Today the superstitions 
su r­ 
rounding these gems and their 
pow er to bring good fortune if 
w orn by the person whose b irth ­ 
day falls in a given month are 
amusing, but perhaps even scien­ 
tific m oderns enjoy a little super­ 
stition.

Traffic Flow Into 


Stale Is Reduced 


By War Emergency 


The general traffic flow in the 
State of C alifornia during the 
first six m onths of 
the 
year 
shows a reduction 
of 
approxi­ 
m ately 7 per cent over the sam e 
period in 1941, it was disclosed 
in a report received this w eek 
by the Autom obile club of South­ 
ern California from the state m o­ 
tor vehicle departm ent. 
At the same tim e, accidents re ­ 
ported to the B ureau of S tatis­ 
tics of the m otor vehicle de­ 
partm ent showed a reduction of 
15.3 per cent — 22,552 in 1941 
against 19,099 this year. 
A notable change occurred in 
the general situation during the 
m onth of June w ith the decrease 
in accidents th a t month 
alone 
am ounting to 30 per cent—the 
lowest June accident report since 
1934.

To County's Needy 


Show Slight Gain 


B urden of relief carc of the 
needy aged and blind in Riv­ 
erside county last month rep re­ 
sented a slight 
increase 
from 
August a year ago. but the num ­ 
ber of needy children 
in 
the 
county decreased by about 100. 
the state departm ent 
of 
social 
w elfare disclosed this week at 
Sacram ento. 


Federal, state and county funds 
all contribute to the care of per­ 
sons in these three categories. 
The 3408 recipients of old age 
assistance in Riverside 
county 
last m onth received §123,864.67, 
as com pared with the $122,857.96 
received by the 3388 aged in Aug­ 
ust of last year. The average re­ 
ceived w as $36.35 this year and 
$36.26 last year. 
The num ber of blind on coun­ 
ty rolls rose from 71 to 79 and 
total paym ents 
increased 
from 
$3105.79 
to 
$3508.66. 
Average 
am ount of the aid increased from 
$43.70 to $44.47. 
N um ber of children on relief 
rolls dropped from 874 to 773 and 
am ount of aid 
provided 
them 
from $13.695.21 to $13.403.73.

Overheated Flue 
Causes Small Fire

R iverside county had four traf­ 
fic fatalities last month as com­ 
pared w ith nine in July, 
the 
state departm ent of m otor vehic­ 
les revealed yesterday at Sacra­ 
mento. 
Although he emphasized 
that 
m onth-to-m onth figures for one 
county could not be regarded as 
significant, Victor 
W. 
Killick, 
chief of the departm ent’s bureau 
of research and statistics, pointed 
out that the decrease in traffic 
fatalities for 
the 
state 
as

whole from July to A ugust was 
the biggest drop from one month 
to the next ever recorded for 
California. 


There w ere only 218 California 
traffic deaths last m onth as com­ 
pared w ith 311 the month be­ 
fore, or a drop of 93.

Two crops can be 
harvested per year. N atural rub­ 
ber such as th at obtained from 
the guayule plant is needed to 
com bine w ith synethetic rubber 
to m ke a satisfactory tire prod- 
duce, according to Mrs. Crowl, 
v\ hose husband is one 
of

serving the U. S. 
Forest Service on the Indio proj­ 
ect.
